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Seven Reasons Why It Is Better To Be Organized 


—|O organize means to form or 
furnish with organs; arrange 
Fe) or distribute in parts with 
‘Oe the proper officials so as to 
work or carry out a plan ef- 
ficiently; systematize; put into working 
order. 

1. It is according to the Bible. The 
Apostle Paul told Titus (1:5) that “For 
this cause left I thee in Crete, that thou 
shouldest set in ORDER the things that 
are wanting, and ordain elders in every 
city, as I had appointed thee.” From the 
time that God gave the Law to Moses on 
Mount Sinai until John wrote the book 
of Revelation on the Isle of Patmos, God’s 
people were organized all the time except 
when they were in captivity, or backslid- 
den and scattered and disorganized. The 
Church in the wilderness under Moses 
was well organized. When Gideon won 
the great victory with the three hundred 
men, they were well organized. When 
Nehemiah rebuilt the walls of Jerusalem it 
was by perfect ORGANIZATION. 
Without amazing organization Solomon 
never could have built that magnificent 
temple. Jesus was such a great organizer 
that He would not feed the five thousand 
men with five barley loaves and two small 
fishes until He got them counted out and 
lined out in order. Saint Paul was a great 
believer in organization when he said, 
“From whom the whole body fitly joined 
together and compacted by that which 
every joint supplieth, according to the 
effectual working in the measure of every 
part, maketh increase of the body unto 
the edifying of itself in love,” Eph. 4:16. 
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God was great for organization when He 
made the sun, moon, stars, and planets to 
travel in their fixed paths so they would 
never be too early or too late or have a 
head-on collision. 


2. It is according to wisdom. Just a 
few Japanese troops have just about con- 
quered the four hundred million Chinese. 
Why? The Japs are organized and the 
Chinese are unorganized. What could the 
few Finns have done to hold back the mil- 


lions of Russian Reds if they had not been 


well drilled and organized with every sol- 
dier, every machine and every civilian 
filling their respective places and work- 
ing in unity? By being organized, Uncle 
Sam can sell you a postal card for one 
cent and carry it from Key West, Florida, 
to Seattle, Washington, and make money 
on it. God gives the honeybees, the hor- 
nets and ants wisdom to organize. He 
would give the unorganized church peo- 
ple that much wisdom if they would lis- 
ten to Him. The church people who don’t 
believe in organization remind me of the 
Irishman who was employed to plow a 
field. He came to the edge of the field 
with his team of mules hitched to the 
plow and said, “Gee, haw, come up here, 
it does not matter which way you go, it 
all has to be plowed.” 

3. It protects the good and exposes the 
bad. Good New Testament organization 
is to the Church what the wall was to the 
city of Jerusalem, and what a sheepfold 
is to the sheep. Every liar in the U. S. 
A. would have a hard time trying to 
hurt the character of a Church of God 
preacher. Why? Because by the power of 
our good organization they can’t get to 
him. If they get him hemmed in there 
is somebody to help him out. Good or- 
ganization helps us to keep in touch with 
each other and to understand, defend, and 
protect each other. On the other hand, 
the church crook, the money seeker, the 
sucker, the drifter and reproacher find a 
bad row for stumps in the Church of God 
or any other well-organized church. Some 
might “creep” in but they don’t sta

particular meats such as were described in the Mosaic law as 
being objectionable. 

Your Editor was recently in conversation with a lecturer on 
dietetics, who is also an editor and has printed dozens of tracts 
on why the child of God should not be a meat-eater. He stated 
that he had not eaten any meat in more than twenty years and 
owed his life to that fact, but he looked almost like a walking 
skeleton and it seemed that most every step he made was a 
forced step because of weakness. His twenty years of dieting 
had not put any flesh on his bones and had put no red blood in 
his veins to make him hale and hearty. 

Just a few minutes later we came in contact with a Church 
of God preacher weighing more than two hundred pounds, hale, 
hearty, and robust. Immediately we began to search through our 
mind to find a text that would be appropriate for these two 
with whom we had just come in contact, and immediately Rom. 
14:2 presented itself, ‘For one believeth that he may eat all 
things: another, who is weak eateth herbs.” Our preachers be- 
lieve that every creature of God is good and nothing to be re- 
fused if it be received with thanksgiving for it is sanctified by 
the Word of God and prayer.

Paul said to the Colossians, “Let 
no man therefore judge you in 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
an holy day, or of the new moon, or 
of the sabbath days: which are a 
shadow of things to come; but the 
body is of Christ.” Since the sev- 
enth-day Sabbath was given as a 
rest day and a day of rest for the 
body, its particular advantage is 
for the body. In_ its prediction, 
however, it had a deeper and more 
significant meaning, for, according 
to the Word of God, it was a shad- 
ow or it was a type that pointed to- 
ward a rest that was real, a rest that 
would not be a rest for the body 
only but a rest for the soul. That 
rest was prophesied of in Isa. 28: 
11, “For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this 
people. To whom he said, This is the rest wherewith he may 
cause the weary to rest; and this is the refreshing.” This was a 
prophecy of the baptism of the Holy Ghost which would be 
given to believers during the Christian era and is described in 
the general Epistle to the Hebrews, chapter 4, verses 4, 6, 9-11. 
“For he spake in a certain place of the seventh day on this wise, 
And God did rest the seventh day from all his works. Seeing 
therefore it remaineth that some must enter therein, and they 
to whom it was first preached entered not in because of unbe- 
lief: There remaineth ‘therefore a rest to the people of God. For 
he that is entered into his rest, he also hath ceased from his own 
works, as God did from his. Let us labor therefore to enter into 
that rest, lest any man fall after the same example of unbelief.” 
And so the Sabbath was a type of real rest for the soul, which 
is the baptism of the Holy Spirit.

Perhaps this 
was, to some degree, true in the day 
of Paul but it was not so wide-

The Old Testament prophets were those who stood for what 
God had shown them either by revelation or vision, regardless 
of whether it was popular with the people. The apostles of the 
New Testament were men who dared to stand for Christianity, 
for the resurrection of Christ, and everything that went with 
the doctrine that Jesus taught while upon earth, even though it 
was extremely unpopular. God is needing men today who will

Question: In Matt. 25:46, who are 
these people that are righteous and get 
eternal life? If they are Christians, how 
did they escape death by the antichrist 
in Rev. 13:15, and why did they not go 
in the first resurrection?—H. B. S. 


Answer: The Question Box Editor has 
no desire to change the Scriptures or its 
meaning. There are many interpretations 
of this scripture, perhaps the prevalent 
one being that of a judgment of the na- 
tions. It is the private opinion of the Edi- 
tor that God will not judge nations as 
nations but individuals of nations, that 
those who go into eternal life are tribula- 
tion saints. The scripture referred to in 
Rev. 13:15 merely shows that there will 
be a decree against all those who do not 
worship the beast. It does not signify that 
a remnant will not go through the tribu- 
lation and escape the mark of the beast. 
There have been such decrees through the 
ages but God has always had a remnant 
that has been brought through so that 
“all” does not necessarily mean every per- 
son but some of all persons. For example, 
Matt. 3:5, ““Then went out to him Jeru- 
salem, and all Judaea, and all the region 
round about Jordan, and were baptized of 
him in Jordan, confessing their sins.” 
This does not mean that every person in 
Jerusalem and in Judaea was baptized of 
John and confessed his sins. Had it been 
so there would have been no one to arrest 
and try and crucify Christ. It merely 
means that all of these regions were rep- 
resented, so that when nations are re- 
ferred to, or regions are referred to, pro- 
vinces or districts are referred to, it mere- 
ly means that all of those are represented. 
In the case of the text it meant that the 
decree was widespread, covering the whole 
of the earth.

REDBOOK magazine quotes Hitler’s 
ideas concerning religion. “The religions 
are all alike, no matter what they call 
themselves. They have no future—cer- 
tainly none for the Germans. The Italians 
are naive; they are quite capable of being 
heathens and Christians at the same time. 
The Italians and French are essentially 
heathens. Their Christianity is only skin- 
deep. But the German is different. He is 
serious in everything he undertakes. He 
wants to be either a heathen or a Chris- 
tian. He cannot be both. Besides, Musso- 
lini will never make heroes of his fascists. 
It does not matter there whether they are 
Christian or heathen. But for our people 
it is decisive whether they acknowledge 
the Jewish Christ creed with its effemi- 
nate pity-ethics, or a strong heroic belief 
in God in nature, God in our own people, 
in our own destiny, in our blood.” Of 
course, the dictators, motivated and 
moved by the spirit of Antichrist, can- 
not but be against Christ and the teach- 
ings of the Bible. 

Philadelphiaa—An announcement that 
“the world will end at 3 P. M. Eastern 
Standard Time, Monday, April 1, re- 
leased by the Franklin Institute’s director 
of publicity and broadcast over a local 
radio station sent thousands of frightened 
Philadelphians hurrying to their tele- 
phones for additional details last night.” 
When the fateful hour arrives there will 
be no time for telephoning for informa- 
tion. The event will occur in lightning- 
like rapidity and the end will be over for 
God’s people. “In a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye.” 

The stiff silence surrounding the re- 
turn of Hon. Sumner Welles is giving 
newspaper men the jitters. Welles went to 
Europe as the President’s representative. 
He talked while there to Hitler, Musso- 
lini, Chamberlain, Daladier, Reynaud and 
other government leaders in Europe. 
Upon his return it was announced that 
such information as he obtained was not 
to be divulged to any person save the 
President, the Secretary of State, and 
himself. Senators howled and newspapers 
raged. No information! Welles also talked 
to the Pope at Rome. The significance of 
this trip will be made known soon. At 
present all are in the dark. 
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COLLIERS: “Among the 19,000 dif- 
ferent editions of the Bible in the library 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society 
in London, are Braille copies (for the 
blind) in forty-one languages.” Yes, 
“THE GOSPEL OF THE KINGDOM 
SHALL BE PREACHED.” 

The writer a few days ago heard a well- 
known evangelist declare over the radio, 
“If you are a child of God you commit 
sin, I don’t care who you are.” He further 
said that all of God’s children sinned ev- 
ery day but they were God’s children 
right on. He emphasized the fact that no 
one could live without sin. The Holiness 
people cannot get on the radio in many 
places but such bilge as that is heralded 
from the housetops. The preacher who 
said those things is heard daily over a cer- 
tain station. He has gained a considerable 
following. Another indication of the fact 
that we are in “the great apostasy.” 


“Ankara (Turkey), April 4, 1940.— 
Floods and violent earth shocks brought 
terror to Northern Anatolia today in the 
same general area in which about 40,000 
lives were lost in the earthquake of De- 
cember 27. First reports did not specify 
casualties but it was feared they might 
be heavy.” The frequency of these quakes 
should be alarming to those who know 
not God. Even God’s own people pass 
them off with a shrug of their shoulders, 
not fully realizing their significance as 
forerunners of Christ’s appearing.

Don’t forget, either, that a terrific war 
is to be fought in the near future in the 
environs of Jerusalem, to be known as 
the “Battle of Armageddon.” It is the 
opinion of this writer that the forces now 
being assembled in Egypt and Assyria will 
play a prominent part in that forthcom- 
ing battle of battles.

Much has been said and is being said 
about the so-called Oxford movement 
that has gained influence among the 
wealthy and affluent. The leader, one Dr. 
Buchman, emphasizes the thought of ab- 
solute love, absolute purity, absolute un- 
selfishness and calls upon his followers to 
share in a world-wide “moral rearma- 
ment” program. The plan sounds good 
and it is to be hoped that much good may 
derive. However, there is no flying in the 
face of Providence. These things that are 
upon us are inevitable. It is absolute folly 
to talk about radiating love in sufficient 
quantities to cause the Hitlers and their 
ilk to lay down their arms ‘and sue for 
peace. They are as pawns in the hands of 
the eternal God and are following the. 
“blueprint” drawn by the Master Archi- 
tect of the Universe.

Welles’ trip to Europe gave him much in- 
formation upon which he hoped to make 
a lasting peace at the close of the war. 
The President envisions an Europe and a 
world at peace. A noble vision, Mr. Presi- 
dent, but that peace will not come 
through the efforts of politicians, how- 
ever honest and benign. This war will 
play its part and I see no chance for an 
armistice or peace until the Antichrist has 
won. The sympathies of a civilized world 
are with Great Britian and France. Yet, 
according to prophecy, I fail to see where 
they have a ghost of a chance to with- 
stand the onward march of the forces of 
hell.

long. These kinds of people have a free 
hand and a loose reign among the unor- 
ganized. 

4. It builds unity. Real unity of the 
Spirit in the bonds of peace is the greatest 
need among the Christians. When you see 
ten unorganized, no-church preachers, 
you can say, there goes ten different doc- 
trines. Every one preaches to suit himself. 
The people, the most of whom do not read 
the Bible, are torn up and divided more 
after hearing such preachers than they 
were before they heard them. On the 
other hand, good organization helps us to 
“be of the same mind and of the same 
judgment, speaking the same thing, and 
that there be no division among us.” 1 
Cor. 1:10. The power, fellowship and 
love of the brotherhood in our good or- 
ganization is such that if the body were 
to decide that I should not drink any 
more sweet milk, for the sake of unity I 
would leave off the milk. I am just sure 
that this sounds ridiculous to those who 
are too selfish and stubborn to unite and 
cooperate with and submit to OTHERS. 

§. It strings the fish. Jesus said, “I wiil 
make you fishers of men.” Who will go 
fishing and catch fine fish and throw 
them down along the bank for the buz- 
zards to eat? Who would buy a herd of 
sheep and turn them loose in a country 
full of wolves and have no sheepfold? 
Who would go through the country and 
preach and get people converted and then 
tell them, “I have no church for you to 
join, I’ll just leave you down here by the 
roadside where I found you, I will not 
take you to the ‘inn.’ I have no inn. | 
don’t believe in being in the inn.”??? 
That kind of fishermen reminds me of 
the cowbird. It is said that this cowbird 
is too “independent” and “free” and lazy 
to lay her eggs in her own nest and take 
the time and trouble to sit on them until 
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they hatch, byt she will slip around and 
lay her eggs in the nests of other fowls 
and leave them for the other fowls to 
hatch. Cowbird, six; undenominational 
preacher, one-half dozen. 


6. It makes government possible. Gov- 
ernment means an “established state of 
legal authority.” For nobody to have au- 
thority in the home would mean that 
there was no government in the home. 
With no government in a home it is im- 
possible to make it a Bible home. For no- 
body to have authority in the government 
of our nation would mean that we had 
no government, and would not have 2 ni- 
tion very long. It would be communism 
without a dictator. It would be a con- 
glamoration of disorder that would bring 
chaos and destruction to our country in 
just a few days. For nobody to have au- 
thority in the Church (and every Bible 
reader knows that the New Testament 
teaches that there was and is a literal, vis- 
ible, organized body of people on the 
earth called the Church. We admit that 
there is a spiritual body to which all 
Christians belong, but all Christians 
ought to be organized into one body on 
the earth.) I say, for nobody to have au- 
thority in the Church would mean that 
there could be no government in the 
Church, when the Word plainly savs 
that He set “government” in the Church. 
1 Cor. 12:28. With no government in a 
church it is impossible to make it a Bible 
church. 2 Pet. 2:10 speaks of some peo- 
ple “that walk after the flesh in the lust 
of uncleanness, and DESPISE GOVERN- 
MENT. Persumptuous are they,  self- 
willed, they are not afraid to speak evil of 
dignities.” Speaking evil of dignities 
means to speak evil of those who are in 
authority in the Church, or those in the 
lead of the government of the Church. 
When you see those who DESPISE gov- 
ernment in the Church (they don’t be- 
lieve in government unless they could be 
the governor) and those who have ugly, 
mean, wicked things to say about the pas- 
tors and overseer, you read 2 Peter, 2nd 
chapter, and Jude, and you will see their 
enlarged picture. 

7. It makes the gospel more effective 
and permanent, By good organization the 
great Methodist church and other 
churches, in the years past, have preached 
and taught and held the Word of God 
up before the people, not for a few 
months and then vanished away, but for 
many generations. What were the results 
of this? Eternity alone will reveal the 
good results. I know of one result. They 
paved the way for the great movements 
of holiness and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. The various types of believers (?) 
and the various groups who oppose church 
organization, despise government, speak 
evil of dignities and boast of their “‘free- 
dom,” will pass away with their doctrine, 
while the well organized bodies of true 


Christians will continue to bless the on- 
coming generations. Thank God for the 
good scriptural form of organization that 
we have in the Church of God: Help us 
make it better by being loyal to it.

The Eleventh Island Convention of the 
Church of God in Jamaica was held at 
11 French Street, Kingston, Jam., B. W. 
I., February 17-20. The Territorial Over- 
seer, Bro. H. A. Hudson, presided; asso- 
ciated with him on the rostrum was our 
Assistant General Overseer, R. P. John- 
son, who arrived by plane February 15. 

On Tuesday, the 17th, at 6:40 all the 
ministers marched to the rostrum while 
Sister Myrtle Bailey played the piano:
